Town Council will vote 
December 1, on the Planning 
Board’s proposed "open space” 
zoning law. 

The law would allow the 
board to reduce lot sizes in new 
or redesigned Residence A-l, A- 
2, and Agriculture subdivisions 
in order to provide permanent 
open space, woods, scenery, 
and other natural features 
within the subdivision. 


An executive session, closed 
to the press and public, may be 
requested at the Town Council’s 
December 1 meeting to discuss 
the report on the Liquor License 
Commission.

The maximum number of lots 
to be allowed on any subdivision 
will be figured by cutting the 
total acreage by 10 percent for 
streets and dividing the 
remainder by the minimum lot 
requirement. Land needed for 
utility rights of way, and 50 
percent of any wetland area 
certified by the Conservation 
Commission can also be axed 
from the gross acreage. 

At the council’s recent public 
hearing on the proposal, James 
Lash, an engineer with Tobacco 
Valley Farms, termed open 
space subdividing as a "more 
economical” way of utilizing 
land. He estimated 15,000 such 
cluster zone projects have been 
created in the United States 
since the first one 25 years ago 
in San Francisco, California. 

Lash added that he has never 
heard of government takeover 
of any land which was in the 
hands of a homeowner’s 
association and that private 
maintenance of open space was 
satisfactory. 

Councilor Lockhart at- 
temtped to ask Lash a question, 
but was denied by Council 
President Richard Theroux. 
Lockhart responded, "Then I 
will remain in the dark.” 

Theroux’s decision was 
overturned by the Council after 
the public hearing was closed. 
Councilor Benjamin recently 
pointed out that the council 
rules allow questioning of 
proponents and opponents of an 
issue.

Points of 
entrance and exit for driveways 
on to the street shall be located 
so as to minimize hazards to 
pedestrians, and vehicular 
traffic. 

In conformance with D.P.W. 
standards, curb cuts for access 
to parking areas shall not be 
less than 12 feet for one-way 
traffic and 24 feet for two-way 
traffic. Maximum width of curb 
cuts shall be consistent with 
vehicular and pedestrian safety 
and traffic lanes. The minimum 
center line radius of curb cuts 
shall be 30 feet. Application for 
curb cuts shall be made to the 
D.P.W. who shall have the 
authority to determine location 
and width. 

The interior circulation of 
parking areas shall be designed 
for the safe and efficient 
movement of vehicles and shall 
provide for convenient and non- 
hazardous movement of 
pedestrians. Aisle width shall 
not be less than 20 feet. Curb 
cuts for access to parking areas 
shall be arranged so as to 
connect directly with aisles or 
other moving lanes within the 
parking area. 

When curb cuts for parking 
areas for required on streets 
with Average Daily Traffic 
Volumes in excess of 10,000 
vehicles, provision of ac¬ 
celeration and de-acceleration 
lanes shall be provided, when 
capacity of the parking area 
exceeds twenty vehicles.

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Town Council 
Rejects Son© Change

Town Council on a 9 to 5 vote 
has rejected a zone change 
petition from Carlo Bonavita 
for 50 acres of land near Suffield 
and Silver Streets. 

The change from agriculture 
and Residence A-2 to Residence 
A-3 was sought in order to 
construct 240 units of garden- 
type and town house con¬ 
dominiums. 

Bonavita told the Citizen he 
has no plans for the near future 
as far as zone changes in the 
area. The land has been sub¬ 
divided for 88 single-family 
homes. 

Voting for the zone change 
were Councilors Alvigini, 
Rheault, Barnes, Benjamin, 
and Giorodano. Against were 
Councilors, Colli, Fielstad, 
Harrington, Kerr, Nardi, 
Query, Theroux, Coffey, and 
Della-Giustina. 

Fieldstad and Query 
originally moved for rejection, 
then withdrew to permit a 
positive motion from Nardi and 
Barnes. 

Objection to the zone change 
stemmed from a concern over 
increased traffic in the area and 
drainage problems. 

Query said a report from 
Town Engineer John Stone 
indicated a 2500 car increase 
with apartments in the area, 
versus 800 with single-family 
homes. He added a report filed 
during a previous zone change 
petition there indicated Suffield 
Street, with changes, was the 
only street capable of handling 
the traffic increase. 

Fieldstad said Suffield Street 
was “atrocious” during heavy 
rains, and that he questioned 
any zone change “which 
requires holding ponds.” 

Alvigini, concerning the 
drainage, said, “ponding has 
existed for years there, which 
the developer could relieve, at 
least I think he would be 
magnanimous enough to relieve 
anything dilatory to a neigh¬ 
bor.” 

Barnes noted planning 
consultants Brown, Donald,and 
Donald recommended the 
change. “We’ve waited to see 
what they say and the word’s 


come from the heavens that it 
may be acceptable. 

“We may have wated $35,000 
if we reject this ... we could 
spend $135,000 and a project will 
still be judged on whether or not 
it meets the views and politics 
here.” 

Fieldstad and Kerr noted that 
the Planning Board’s recom¬ 
mendation was based on 
passage of new Residence A-3 
laws, which the council 
defeated minutes before voting 
on Bonavita’s zone change. 

The two also said that 
Agawam had voted against 
more apartments and it was 
time to put the brakes on. 

In other action, the council 
approved an ordinacne allowing 
the manager, with Town 


Council’s final say, to establish 
fire lanes and ban parking from 
them. Fire lanes would be in 
front of buildings where the 
public gathers often, such as 
supermarkets, theaters, as well 
as apartment areas. 

Benjamin moved that the 
council have the last word, and 
it was accepted in a 10 to 4 vote 
with Kerr, Query, Benjamin, 
Rheault, Alvigini, Barnes, 
Coffey, Colli, Della-Giustina, 
and Giordano in favor and 
Theroux, Harrington, Nardi, 
and Fieldstad against. The final 
ordinance was passed 
unanimously. 

The amendment was moved 
to allow the citizens “a last 
recourse” Benjamin said. 


Acreage Reduction 
Of Zone Change Defeated 


An attempt to reduce the 
acreage of a zone change 
request from Carlo Bonavita, 
for the southeast corner of 
Silver and Suffield Streets, has 
been defeated. 

Councilor Julio Alvigini in¬ 
troduced an amendment to 
rezone only one acre, along 
Suffield Street, to Business A. 
Bonavita requested 3.3 acres 
rezoned in order to construct a 
two-story office building, 
covering 12,000 square feet of 
ground, roughly one-twelfth of 
the land. 

Currently, one acre at the 
corner is zoned for business, a 
fruit stand. 

Apparently, not all councilors 
understood Alvigini’s amend¬ 
ment. Several thought the 
amendment would add one acre 
to Bonavita’s request. 

Councilor Nardi and Ben¬ 
jamin questioned if the “in¬ 
crease” in the request would be 
legal, if Bonavita would even 
want it, and if it would be “fair 
to the public” to change what 
was reviewed in public hearing. 

Alvigini responded that a 
change would be legal “as long 
as it is a degree less than what 
is requested.” He said the extra 
acre on the current spot would 


Citizen SpeaK Time 
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Only Nardi was ciritical of the 
change based on zoning mat¬ 
ters. “This is spot zoning, and 
until the town acts properly in 
zoning, this would be a mish- 
mosh,” he said. Fieldstad 
defended his pictures, saying he 
would be “remiss” if he didn't 
bring them forth. 

Theroux’s charter objection 
raised the ire of Lockhart, who 
said Theroux should step down 
from the chair to present it. 
Theroux eventually removed 
himself, giving Coffey the chiar 
although Theroux saw the 
objection as “my perogalive 

Once the objection was 
raised, Theroux tried to explain 
his reasoning, but Benjamin 
objected, stating discussion 
ceases with an objection. 
Theroux then stopped his ex¬ 
planation. 

One other procedural matter 
erupted during the zone change 
discussion. Coffey suggested a 
suspension of rules to allow 
Bonavita to explain his plans 
for water control on the site, or 
a five-minute recess to discuss 
the plans outside the meeting. 
Benjamin objected, asking for 
all discussion in open session 

Theroux called the suspen¬ 
sion “a dangerous precedent." 


Citizen Speak Time, the Town Council’s 
weekly forum for the general public, reflected 
the daily concerns of townspeople during 
November. 

Nello Grassetti, 43 Red Fox Drive, Samuel 
Thresher, 211 Southwick Street, councilman- 
elect Valentine Moreno, 15 Florida Drive, and 
school committeewoman-elect Jessie Fuller, 61 
Peros Drive, addressed the council on several 
individual concerns. 

Nello Grassetti was highly critical of the 
Planning Board for its scheduled release of 
performance bonds on November 6, contending 
that since the homeowners now own most of the 
property on Red Fox Drive, the flooding would 
become their responsibility with developers 
John Beltrandi and John Liquori freed from any 
more work there. 

Grassetti urged the Council to accept Red Fox 
Drive as a town way as soon as possible, because 
without acceptance, “we’re in a bind.” 

He doubted if the Planning Board has helped 
the situation. 

“We’ve had various problems, some were 
fixed, others not . . . we pay taxes and expect 
something to be done, but we don’t have our full 
say at the Planning Board and the Planning 
Board has had too much power over subdivisions 
which may be great for the town, but don’t look 
out for the individual,” Grassetti added. 

He also said Agawam was a “second class 
town” because “the town is growing but things 
are not being done properly.” 

On November 6, the Planning Board released 
$19,500 in bonds, but retained $1000, not satisfied 
that all required work has been done on White 
Fox Estates. Developer John Beltrandi 
frequently stated in the past that the Planning 
Board had not been fair to him in requiring 
certain work, then refusing to release bonds for 
that work by citing other problems. 

Samuel Thresher presented four problems 
centered around Feeding Hills at the Council’s 
November 10 meeting. 

His first problem was the F.L. Roberts self- 
service gas station now under construction in 
Feeding Hills Center. “We theoretically has a 
gas shortage and many stations closed, so we 
don’t need any more . . . why clutter Feeding 
Hills Renter,” he asked. 

Related to the Center, he also said “something 
might be done” about motorists running red 
lights. Thresher said he was almost “clipped” on 
his way to the Council meeting because someone 
ran a red light. 

Route 57 was his third and fourth concern. He 
urged that before Route 57 was completed, 
presumably away from the Center, the Council 
should “step up and get land around the Center 
utilized properly. 

“With traffic going down probably 25 percent 
and stations being closed, you'll need good land 
use,” he said. 

He w'as critical of a passing zone heing in¬ 
stalled by the state on Route 57 on a knoll near 
the Polish American Club. “It used to be no 
passing, but now, I’ve almost been hit there and 
we’ve had a car nose dive into a lawn . . . the 
town should have some right to declare no

passing even though it’s state highway,” he said. 

Valentine Moreno, before the November 17 
Council meeting, urged “better tratment” for 
the people concerning bonding measures for 
capital improvements, and was critical of the 
use of the stabilization fund for capital equip¬ 
ment expenditures. 

He cautioned the council on exceding the 
town’s debt limit with a $1,155,000 request Town 
Manager James Westman presented that night. 
Moreno noted that $5,940,000 was still owed, that 
$2,824,000 was unfunded, and that the town’s 
bonding limit was just over $8,000. “Push this 
through, and you’re talking $12,000 in debt, and 
you can’t excede your debt limit without 
declaring an emergency,” he said. 

Moreno cautioned the Council on ap¬ 
propriating the deposit necessary for the bon¬ 
ding, citing the Mass General Laws Westman 
said the issues were being authorized under. “If 
the council does not do its homework, then the 
administraor should lay it out for those who do 
not have this information’,, he added. 

Moreno noted that the town was discussing a 
new library and school, and should seek out 
“cooperation” from federal and state authorities 
in developing them. “Why throw money down 
the drain repairing existing schools, which could 
be converted ... for instance, Pierce as a 
library, Danahy as a fire station . . . then you 
could be free to build 16 to 20 new classrooms,” 
he said. 

Moreno urged a public hearing before the 
bonding vote came. “Under the charter, you 
must have a hearing, we, the people, are not 
satisfied, you shouldn’t do this to us,” he said. 
Moreno noted that the bonding request went 
from $500,000 requested during budget hearings 
to $1,155,000 and that roofs repairs for schools 
requested in May, 1975, were not included in the 
November 17 request. 

Finally, he scored the use of the stabilization 
fund for vehicles and equipment, rather than 
downpayment on bonding issues. “Dave Gallano 
and I fought a bloody battle on town meeting 
floor for this, and you Ginger (Julio Alvigini) 
feared this would become another reserve fund . 

. well, you were right," Moreno said. 

He added, “I hope in the future we won’t 
prostitute this for budget items.” 

Jessie Fuller followed Moreno on November 
17, presenting a petition from residents of 
Roberts, Debra, and Peros streets, requesting 
that something be done about speeding on 
Leonard Street. 

Mrs. Fuller requested sidewalks on at least 
one side of the street, to protect pedestrians from 
the traffic. 

She praised the Police Department for its 
traffic control program on Leonard Street, but 
asked that “something more permanent,” such 
as a traffic island that once existed, be done. 
“Twice in the past week, I’ve seen a child almost 
get hit at the crest of the hill on Leonard Street,” 
she said. 

Mrs. Fuller also noted that “vandals ap¬ 
parently glued the gate to St. John’s shut, so 
now, cars just swerve right into the street . . I 
shutter to think what might happen.” 


Council Presidency Is Important 

When the newly elected Town Council takes office in January the 
first official act of the group will be the election of a president and 
vice president. 

The 15 member Council will have seven new members and eight 
incumbents who were returned to office. 

We hope the Councilors will use their combined experience and 
knowledge and exercise great care in electing a president and vice 
president. Both are important offices. The president presides at 
meetings of the Town Council and performs other functions assigned 
by the charter, by ordinance and by vote of the Council. The vice- 
president must act as president during the absence of the president. 

The offices carry heavy responsibility and need to be filled by 
persons who will accept such responsibility ... are capable of such 
responsibility . . . have a thorough knowledge or parlimentary 
procedure ... a sense of fairness ... a knowledge of the structure of 
town government. 

Richard Theroux, who has served as Council president for several 
months has not, we believe, handled the presidency well. Some of his 
behaviour and comments during the recent election shattered any 
good image he might have established. His performance at Town 
Council meeting on November 17 was equally disappointing. We do 
not believe it would be in the best interest of the town if he is returned 
to that office . . . unless he shows more maturity and sense of 
direction quickly.

CPR courses to medical CPR 

professionals, para 
professionals, and the general 
public. The local Heart Chapter 
will continue to offer training 
toward certification of in¬ 
structors, instructor-trainers, receives 
and the more advanced levels of 
proficiency in CPR techniques. 

The two organizations are 
now jointly offering courses for 
instructors with the graduates 
to receive both Heart and Red 
Cross certification. The 
Springfield Red Cross chapter 
has already begun scheduling 
Basic Life Support CPR courses 
and it hopes to be able to take 
over in this area by March, 

1976, according to Bonneau. 

The jont effort will unite the 
teaching facilities of Heart and 
Red Cross in order to meet the 
need for expanded CPR courses 
necessitated by a recently 
enacted Massachusetts law. 

The legislation requires that by 
July of 1977, all first responders 
to accident and-or emergency 
situations must receive training 
in CPR as well as standard first 
aid. “Since Heart is primarily a 
pilot developer and funder of 
seed programs and Red Cross is 
by nature a teaching 
organization, the Heart-Red 
Cross affiliation will permit 
each agency to do what it does 
best,” said Bonneau. “We at 
Heart will be better able to 
concentrate on training the 
higher teaching levels and 
medical professionals — doc¬ 
tors, nurses, respiratory
